to E stes’ grain elevators. Estes 
stored a total of .TJ,000,(XX) bushels 
of grain, of which 21,000,000 bush­ 
els w as aw arded him under Ik e, 
Then the com pany , one of whose 
directors, 
W alter 
B erger, 
had 
given E stes profitable grain stor­ 
age contracts, turned round and 
took 
E stes’ 
governm ent 
grain 
rental check .s 
These check s to­ 
taled m ore than $7,000,000 in three 
y ears In return for these check s. 
Com m ercial 
S ol ve n t s 
shipped 
E stes liquid fertilizer which he 
sold at such low prices that he 
put 75 sm all fertilizer com panies 
out of business.

holding tax, unless she was paid to do it by the 
government. Her argument was a good New Eng­ 
land one, that the laborer is worthy of his hire and 
that as she was not hired to be a tax-collector, she 
would not be one. She had a whale of a time with 
the Treasury which was not prepared for Miss 
Kellems’ intelligence or experience. 


She recently sold her business. 
After 35 y ears of 
experienc'e, she is convinced that the sm all business­ 
m an. in this country , faces extinction not only because 
of high taxes but also because of the expensive m ethod 
of preparing for taxes. 
This also affects the self- 
employ ed. The burden of satisfy ing the tax-collector is 
bey ond the ability of m any to pay . 
It Ls from the sm all businessm an and the self- 
employ ed that some of the best ideas in industry come. 
The only hope for such persons today is to try to build 
up a sufficient business so that it m ight be acquired 
either by a growlh com pany or by one of the larger 
organizations. 
Acquisitions have become increasingly 
num erous, 
the 
sm all 
busine.s.sman 
and 
the 
self- 
em ploved accepting slock in the larger com pany and 
thus establishing an estate for his fam ily after he dies. 
It is not to be said that acquisitions are not bene­ 
ficial to the individuals concerned. What is im portant 
i.s that sm aller businesses go out of exi.stence; that the 
self-employ ed become lost in great corporations; that 
initiative is often lost in corporate bureaucracy 
Miss Kellem s. if nom inated and elected to the 
Senate, would bring that body the experience of the 
sm all m anufacturer whose business has gone through 
this process. She issued a statem ent 
’’Equally im portant with sm all business i.s the for­ 
gotten m an, the thousands of decent, hard-work ing, 
self-respecting men and women who work every day 
and who find at the end of the week , a pay check 
from which 20% has already lieen deducted, and the 
rem aining few dollars so shrunk en m %'alue that they 
wall barely stretch to pay the rent, or the m ortgage on 
the hou.se, the installm ent on the car. clothes for the 
children and food for the family . 
Someone m ust go 
to W ashington to speak for these people living in con­ 
stant 
fear of disaster 
in this daily hand-to-mouth 
struggle,” 
The autom obile industry , for instance, has now- 
com e clo.se to having only two m ajor com panies. Even 
If one calls it four m ajor com panies, it m eans that the 
high cost of sales and the financing of new models has 
driven from bu.siness too large a num ber of com panies. 
It is often suggested that G eneral Motors provides the 
m anagerial perswinel for its c(wnpetitors, at any rate, 
that has happened to the Ford Company since its 
founder di« ?d. 
In the m anufacture of electrical supplies and elec­ 
tronics, the process is sim ilar to what it w as in the 
early day s of the automoiiile 
Large num bers of com ­ 
panies and individuals are entering this field and are 
doing rem ark ably well through initiative and inventive­ 
ness 
But the co.st of adm inistration, including taxes, 
and the cost of finding a m ark et for the products is 
becoming so costly that the joining of forces bei'om es 
inevitable 
Then ctwrie the law y ers w ho w arn again.st the perils 
of the anti-trust and anti-cartel laws. To reduce costs. 
^ i l IS often necessary to form w-hat in effect a re holding 
com panies, producing and m ark eting diverse and un­ 
related products to k eep plants work ing all the tim e 
and to cut down the cost 
of adm inistrative expenses 
per unit. 


In European countries and Japan, this problem 
has been solved by encouraging the cartel, which 
Is a government authorized trust. 
Often govern­ 
ments participate in such tru.sts which are regarded 
as national institutions. They are often encouraged 
hv the Treasury of their countrv to dump goods in 
rountries whose exchange is nee^d . 
Tax relief 
Is offered under such circumstances. 
Often such 
companies are protected against imports. 


T here is room in the United States Senate for Miss 
Vivien Kellem s whose specialized k rww ledge would be 
of great value.

Congress created the system under which 
the evils which made possible the Billie Sol 
Estes case sprouted. 
Members from basically 
non agricultural areas lift the only voices against 
the support program. 
But they stand accused of perpetuating evils 
by insisting on allotment exemptions which aid 
materially in making the program a monstrosity. 
The administration would continue price sup­ 
ports but use them as a club to force production 
quotas with 
no freedom 
of choice 
left to 
producers. 
There has been something wrong with arti­ 
ficial attempts to juggle farm economics since 
the Supreme Court killed the first Agricultural 
Adjustment Act in 1933. Most evils have been 
compounded. 
To say increased war production needs 
require federal stimulus is debatable. Farmers 
are patriotic, too. A larger market itself should 
be enough incentive. But politicians thought 
they had a good thing and refused to cut back 
before 
the 
system 
was 
cemented 
into 
the 
economic structure. 
Time after time responsible segments of 
American agriculture have advocated a return 
to a free agricultural economy. A smaller but 
politically vocal group, unable to see beyond 
the next crop season, has demanded a cushion 
that penalizes good management and better 
practices. 
.By the inclusion of harvested feed grains 
In the program for the first time and by pro­ 
hibiting winter grazing of green feed grains, 
the administration is trying to force the livestock 
industry under federal control. Livestock men 
have held out against any and all controls.

Vivien K ellem s is a vivacious business w om an

who has done rem ark ab ly well for herself. 
She 


gained national fam e by refusing to collect the w ith­ 


holding tax, unless she w as paid to do it by the 


governm ent. H er arg u m en t w as a good New E ng­ 


land one. that the laborer is w orthy of his hire and 


th at as she w as not hired to be a tax-collector, she 


would not he one. She had a w hale of a tim e with 


the T reasury which w as not p rep ared for Miss 


K ellem s’ intelligence or experience. 


She recently sold her business. 
A fter 35 y ears of 
experience, she is convinced th at the sm all business­ 
m an, in this country, faces extinction not only because 
of high tax es but also because of the expensive m ethod 
of preparing for taxes. 
This also affects the self­ 
em ployed. The burden of satisfying the tax-collector is 
beyond the ability of m any to pay. 


It is from the sm all businessm an and the self­ 
em ployed th at som e of the best ideas in industry com e. 
The only hope for such persons today is to try to build 
up a sufficient business so that it m ight be acquired 
e ith e r by a grow th com pany or by one of the larg e r 
organizations. 
A cquisitions have becom e increasingly 
num erous, 
th e 
sm all 
businessm an 
and 
the 
self­ 
em ployed accepting stock in the larg e r com pany and 
thus establishing an estate for his fam ily a fte r he dies. 
It is not to be said th at acquisitions a re not bene­ 
ficial to the individuals concerned. 
W hat is im portant 
is that sm aller businesses go out of existence: that the 
self-em ployed becom e lost in g reat corporations; th at 
initiative is often lost in corporate b ureaucracy. 
M iss K ellem s. if nom inated and elected to the 
Senate, would bring that body the experience of the 
sm all m an u factu rer whose business has gone through 
th is process. She issued a statem ent.: 
“ E qually im portant with sm all business is the for­ 
gotten m an; the thousands of decent, hard-w orking, 
self-respecting m en and wom en who work ev ery day 
and who find at the end of the week, a pay check 
from which 20% h as alread y been deducted, and the 
rem aining few dollars so shrunken in value th at they 
w ill barely stretch to pay the rent, or the m ortgage on 
the house, the installm ent on the c ar. clothes for the 
children and food for the fam ily. 
Som eone m ust go 
to W ashington to speak for these people living in con­ 
stan t 
fear of d isaster 
in 
this d aily hand-to-m outh 
stru g g le.” 
The autom obile industry, for instance, has now 
com e close to having only two m ajo r com panies. Even 
if one calls it four m ajor com panies, it m eans that the 
high cost of sales and the financing of new m odels has 
driven from business too large a num ber of com panies. 
It is often suggested that G eneral M otors provides the 
m an ag erial personnel for its com petitors; at any rate, 
th at has happened to the Ford C om pany since its 
founder died. 
In the m an u factu re of electrical supplies and elec­ 
tronics. the process is sim ilar to w hat it w as in the 
early days of the autom obile. 
L arge n um bers of com ­ 
panies and individuals a re entering this field and are 
doing rem ark ab ly well through initiative and inventive­ 
ness. 
But the cost of adm inistration, including taxes, 
and the cost of finding a m ark et for the products is 
becom ing so costly that the joining of forces becom es 
inevitable. 
Then com e the law yers who w arn ag ain st the perils 
Of the anti-trust and anti-cartel law s. To reduce costs, 
^ i t is often n ecessary to form w hat in effect a re holding 
com panies, producing and m ark etin g diverse and un­ 
related products to keep plants w orking all the tim e 
and to cut down the cost of ad m in istrativ e expenses 
per unit. 


In E uropean countries and Ja p a n , this problem 


h as been solved by encouraging the c artel, which 


is a governm ent authorized tru st. 
Often govern­ 


m ents p articip ate in such tru sts which a re regarded 
as national institutions. They are often encouraged 


by the T reasu ry of their country to dum p goods in 


countries whose exchange is needed. 
Tax relief 


is offered under such circu m stan ces. 
Often such 
com panies are protected against im ports. 


T here is room in the United S tates Senate for M iss 
V ivien K ellem s whose specialized know ledge would be 
of g re at value.
